No Halt to Expansion 


SO MANY HINTS HAD BEEN CURRENT that the Government 
was intending to curb the expansion of private credit that 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s announcement last week 
that the clearing banks have been asked to make special 
deposits of 1 per cent. of each bank’s total deposits 
(Scottish banks 4 per cent.) and that from April 29 restric- 
tions would be re-imposed on hire-purchase for a wide 
range of consumer goods came as no surprise. The former 
step is tantamount to withdrawing an amount equal to 
about £74m. from the volume of money available for 
lending, and it is likely that among the principal sufferers 
will be those who look to the banks for assistance in 
financing property deals; to this extent the building 
industry is bound to be affected. 

Setting aside the disappointing fact that the curb has 
been thought necessary by reason of rises in the level of 
production (when will the economists find the answer to 
this one?) the building industry as a whole will not feel 
inclined to challenge the Chancellor’s decision. The 
pressure on the industry is at present very great, not only 
in London and the great cities, and it is the remarkably 
keen level of tendering that has restrained the cost of 
building from rising markedly. Among the reasons given 


for this—strange phenomenon in an over-busy market— 
is that the amount of negotiated building work now being 
done for private investment is so considerable as to 
sharpen the competition for local authority and other 
contract work. If this be so, then we may expect to see 
some slackening of investment building and, consequen- 
tially, building firms interested in that class of develop- 
ment turning their attention once more to competitive 
work. 

The effect of this should be to keep prices steady (unless 
further concessions in building working hours make 
absorption of cost impossible) and this is to be welcomed.

Burslem Centre Improvement 


A YEAR AGO the outcome of a ‘ face-lifting ’ 
experiment initiated by the Civic Trust 
in Magdalen-street, Norwich, attracted 
widespread interest. On May 13, at the 
centre of Burslem in Stoke-on-Trent. 
another co-operative venture in urban re- 
habilitation is due to be completed. 

This Stoke-on-Trent improvement 
breaks new ground. It applies the lessons 
of Magdalen-street to a drab industrial 
area. Plans for laying out a garden and 
car park on the Old Market site adjoin- 
ing Burslem Town Hall, and for the build- 
ing of public conveniences, were already 
far advanced when the City Council 
sought the help of local traders and the 
guidance of the Civic Trust in giving a 
‘face-lift’ to the surrounding property 
in time for the Jubilee celebrations. The 
Trust made available the services of Mr. 
Misha Black, who was the co-ordinating 
architect for the Norwich scheme, to pro- 
duce a comprehensive design in collabora- 
tion with the City Architect and. the 
Reconstruction Officer.

Crusoe’s Creator—Brickmaker 

AMID THE CURRENT CELEBRATIONS marking 
the tercentenary of Daniel Defoe’s birth, 
emphasis will rightly be directed towards 
literary activities. For nine years (1694- 
1703) Daniel Defoe, creator of *‘ The Life 
and Strange Surprising Adventures of 
Robinson Crusoe,’ ran a brickworks at 
Tilbury in Essex, close to Tilbury Fort. 
Greenwich Hospital was said to be built 
with bricks from Defoe’s works as also 
were several other famous buildings. The 








Dutch were renowned for their bricks 
and tiles at the time and it was no mean 
feat of Defoe’s to produce these building 
materials, which competed with the 
imports from the Continent. The brick- 
works were lost by Defoe when he was 
imprisoned in 1703. Little remains of the 
but numerous buildings on the 
north and south banks of the Thames still 
stand as a memorial to one of Daniel 
Defoe’s lesser known activities.

The Joint College and the RIBA 


siR,—The announcement that a joint 
College of Architecture and Building is 
to come into being in central London on 
a building site already acquired is im- 
portant, as the culmination to much that 
has been rumoured and discussed during 
recent years. Although Mr. Peter Trench 
has recently shot at the RIBA, and so by 
inference the RIBA Board of Architec- 
tural Education, for fumbling and pulling 
back on the question of joint education, 
experience on both bodies suggests that 
he might have aimed also at the Board 
of Building Education. The fact is that 
the problem of cross-fertilisation in the 
building field, as Mr. William Allen has 
shown, is exceedingly complex. Profes- 
sor Nervi's solution for his own approach 
to building is hardly appropriate to 
general needs. Then again the recom- 
mendations of the RIBA committee set 
up to review the implications involved in 
the creation of a separate class of tech- 
nicians or technologists, which may have 
a bearing on the issue, are still awaited. 

In creating this new course, danger 
from two directions must at all costs be 
avoided from the outset. First there must 
be no frustration due to external strings, 
fear of which at one stage proved a 
stumbling-block in the discussions with 
the AA. It is a matter for the Ministry 
of Education and the LCC to ensure that 
whoever is appointed to direct the archi- 
tectural training will have a free hand to 
exploit the new situation in as enlightened 
a way as possible. 

This points to the second difficulty: 
that of maintaining RIBA recognition to 
bridge the interim period during which 
the new course is proving itself, a point 
to which Mr. Gordon Brown addressed 
himself in your last issue. In recent 
years, however, the Board of Architec- 
tural Education, concerning itself with 
the standard achieved, has shown con- 
siderable flexibility. Not only has it 
accepted retrospectively for recognition 
courses of differing composition: it has 
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‘ He’s the right age—whether he’s the 
right type remains to be seen!’ 


also shown readiness to approve in 
principle in advance the pattern of a pro- 
posed course, on the understanding that 
it will be recognised if satisfactory results 
are produced after the first cycle of years 
has been completed. With the newly 
formed trimmed-down Board, meeting 
monthly to take executive action—super- 
seding the old system by which the 
officers and the committee of the Board 
reported to a far larger body meeting 
only three times a year—combined 
perhaps with a little overtime on the part 
of the Visiting Board, there is surely hope 
that this difficulty can and will be over- 
come. The deliberate creation of a new 
unrecognised and unrecognisable course 
would cut right across the recommenda- 
tions of the 1958 Oxford Conference.

sir,—Mr. Gordon Brown does well (*‘ The 
Builder’ of April 29) to draw attention 
now to a most important issue. Relative 
to the training of architects two things 
are essential if a joint course is to attract 
students. They must be assured that 
the work they do will contribute directly 
towards an architectural qualification 
and that as training it has more to offer 
than what is usually available. Mr. 
Brown is quite right to underline the 
fact that the one hangs upon the other 
and both upon the policy of the Institute. 

If the training is to be better it must 
be able to break away from the pattern 
imposed upon the schools by convention 
and by the need to comply with the 
customary and custom-bound require- 
ments of the Visiting Board. Joint train- 
ing is expected to afford just such an 
escape and enlargement: otherwise it is 
only the usual Polytechnic-type dualism. 
Granted this is so,  realistic-minded 
students will certainly be attracted. 

Within the sort of framework which 
can easily be imagined, a type of training 
could be offered which should satisfy 
both school men and the hard-way-is-best 
brigade. Unfortunately, however. the 
student's aim is not primarily to qualify 
to help others but to become eventually 
an architect himself and he is entitled to 
ask whether the course will make him 
one not merely de facto but de jure. How 
this can come to pass is a matter for the 
Institute and ARCUK to decide. 

In the event it « :'d seem that as 
usual any such decision will have to be 
a variation made hastily, hardly before 
the Oxford contract is let, since in all 
the torrent of words poured out during 
and since the Conference little if any 
reference is made to joint training. One 
might indeed be forgiven for wondering 
whether the Conference and its conclu- 
sions are not irrelevant to the actualities 
of today and the developments of 
tomorrow. Drastic changes are jmpend- 
ing within the profession itself—changes 
which, far from being resisted, are in fact 
being anticipated by the more astute 
even as they cry Woe! They will not be 
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made in favour of the architectural 
father-figure which, like the ghost of Mr. 
Butterfield, hovered benevolently top- 
hatted over the Oxford deliberations.

sir,—Mr. Gordon Brown’s letter in ‘ The 
Builder’ of April 29, I am sure, was 
written to secure the proposed new Col- 
lege of Architecture and Building every 
assistance and support from the RIBA, 
but, within the long confusion which 
develops in his letter, it is difficult to 
avoid the conclusion that his opinion of 
the RIBA is pre-Oxford Conference. 

As I see it, the RIBA policies covering 
architectural education are now con- 
ditioned by the Council’s acceptance of 
the Report of the Oxford Conference 
Committee. This report makes it 
inevitable that courses, schools and 
examination requirements will be _ re- 
viewed. One of the particular points 
about Oxford was the expressed wish that 
the direct external examinations of the 
RIBA should by stages be eliminated and 
with this that all schools which provide 
the right standards of entry, basic facili- 
ties and accommodation, and the pre- 
scribed periods of tuition and standards 
of scholarships should be recognised and 
thus provide their own examinations, sub- 
ject only to RIBA inspection and specific 
requirements about practice and external 
examiners. I read into this that the Board 
of Architectural Education is not going 
to be dogmatic about the details of 
specific courses—I don’t think it ever 
has been—and ‘several approaches to 
final examinations’ have always been 
possible. 

The point made about early recogni- 
tion before a new course has run its 
span, is, I think, a useful one which the 
Board might discuss, but it has a wider 
application than simply to this new Col- 
lege. My own belief is that the RIBA will 
welcome a radical approach to joint edu- 
cation and might be prepared to reduce 
the trial period, if this were imposed, but 
it is only fair to ask that the types of 
courses should be described first. 

Mr. Brown should not give the impres- 
sion that the LCC or the Regent-street 
Polytechnic has made any statement 
about these on which the RBA might act.

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THE PROBLEM OF ARCHITECTURAL STYLE which faces the rebuild- 
ing committees of those City Livery Companies which lost 
their Halls in the war cannot be an easy one. Respect for 
tradition, in architecture as in manners, has deep roots in 
the City of London and, admirable as this is, the questions 
which it raises for an architect and the rebuilding committee 
proposing a scheme of rebuilding or of major reconstruction 
are formidable, none more so than the striking of a proper 
balance between the past and the future, remembering that 


‘many of the Livery Companies are anxious to carry on and 


develop, possibly in new forms, the craft and educational 
traditions on which these institutions were founded. 

A remarkably successful solution is the work of reconstruc- 
tion recently completed, after a total period of ten years, at 
Leathersellers’ Hall in the City of London. Here, within a 
framework dictated by a pre-war rebuilding scheme, the 
Worshipful Company of Leathersellers have contrived with the 
assistance of their architect, and aided by superb craftsman- 
ship, to provide themselves with reception and dining accom- 
modation in which use of the arts and architectural artifice 
enable a decorative note to be struck which, while not outraging 
the susceptibilities of older members of the Livery, has pleased 
the younger members on whom the task of carrying on the 
Worshipful Company’s work must before long increasingly 
fall. In no direction has success been better won than in the 
design and execution of the furniture and furnishings where 
fresh variations on traditional themes have resulted. 

The scheme of reconstruction has followed this course: 
the old Livery Hall was gutted by fire during the war and the 
first post-war job (in 1949) was to provide a new Reception 
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Seen above is the 
Assembly Hall, 
which is en suite 
with the _ cloak- 
room. The Hail, 
panelled out in

At the far end of 
that room, over the fireplace, is a commemorative panel 
inscribed by W. H. Sharpington, who also carried out the 
coat-of-arms and lettering on the wych-elm panelling in 
the foyer (see overleaf). 
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Room, put the service rooms in the basement in working 
order. make good the panelling in the Assembly Hall which 
was only partly burnt, and construct a new suite of offices 
on the first floor for the Clerk of the Company, Mr. John 
Hingston, and his staff. It was originally intended to rebuild 
the dining hall as a double cube and to have a grand staircase 
leading up to the court room and court luncheon room on the 
first floor, retaining the layout of the rooms very much as 
they were pre-war, and drawings were prepared on this basis, 
but it became apparent that such extensive premises would 
be uneconomic today.

The present scheme, therefore, has utilised the double cube 
of the old livery hall to house a new single cube dining hall, 
with a kitchen and a flat for the butler occupying the other 
half. The court room and court luncheon room have been 
converted into offices and let off, and the ceremonial staircase 
to the first floor has become a little private staircase leading 
only to the Company's offices. The dining hall, which seats 
82, is a cube about 36 ft. square with a suspended fibrous 
plaster saucer dome. The walls are panelled with Mansonia 
and rosewood up to a height of about 12 ft. and above this 
covered with a yellow damask on a plywood lining. Under

and partitions in offices 
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the fitted carpet is a ‘dance with the grain’ maple floor. 
It was not possible to put any additional load on the ground 
floor slab or the walls of the old livery hali, so that the dividing 
wall between the dining hall and the kitchen and butler’s flat, 
and the floor of the butler’s flat have had to be suspended from 
lattice girders spanning between stanchions in the old walls, 
and both the suspended wall and floor have had to be of sound 
proof fire-resisting construction. The foyer connecting the 
dining hall with the reception room and ante room is an 
extension of the old lobby to the livery hall and had to be 
high enough to accommodate an old stained glass window 


without being visible externally through the dining hall 
windows. The walls here are panelled with leather and the 
floor is patterned with coloured marbles. 

The other rooms are generally within the old structural 
walls. New openings have been cut and ceilings firred down 
but the shapes remain more or less the same. The small dining 
powder room/lavatory/servery suite is used as a ladies’ cloak- 
room for some evening functions and for lunches when fewer 
than eight people are present. The men’s lavatories and 


dressing rooms are in the basement off the stairs from the 
assembly hall and have been reconstructed.

Academy Architecture, 1960 


THOSE WHO VISIT THAT BOURNE from 
which all travellers return, simply because 
there is no way through, will be agreeably 
surprised to find that the Academy has 
ameliorated the former ante-room-to-the- 
palm-court-like atmosphere of the Archi- 
tecture room. Pleated fabric finished 
with a curious metallic sheen makes a 
vastly improved background to a collec- 
tion of works, selected by Sir Hubert 
Worthington and Mr. Raymond Erith, 
which in general themselves contribute 
to the feeling of lightness by simpler 
framing than usual. 

Past and present contend for first atten- 
tion. One end wall is devoted to work 
by the late Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, drawn 
by A. C. Webb in a weighty Germanic 
manner, none of it his best. Elsewhere 
Mr. Basil Spence makes five offerings in 
his own hand. This leaves no doubt about 
his intentions. In full colour under 
Wagnerian skies we have Universities, a 
power station and a new town centre, all 
curiously dehumanised by a process of 
simplification and modelling which robs 
them of scale. Here are not so much 
buildings as gigantic toys. Perhaps in 
actuality this effect would be mitigated 
when one experienced the buildings as 
places rather than as objets trouvés. Un- 
fortunately it remains a fact that at the 
Academy architecture is reduced to com- 
peting with sculpture and, even so, un- 
fairly since the sculpture may be walked 
around and seen through. For this reason 
bridges, of which there are three, come 
out of it rather well, there being no more

to it than what is represented. A foot- 
bridge on the Bristol motorway promises 
to be an efficient and interesting piece of 
free form, but that proposed by Guy 
Morgan and Partners for the Cam lacks 
delicacy despite a disarming simplicity: 
the abutments are crude. 

Two past Presidents—one of the RIBA, 
the other of the RA—as usual make a 
contribution: Sir Howard Robertson 
also on his own confession: Sir Albert 
Richardson by proxy. Students of the 
curious will find much to interest them in 
the latter’s project for Bryanston-square, 
singularly uninspired save for the quaint 
notion to have overdoors detailed in the 
manner of those frets which once 
graced harmoniums. The former’s pro- 
ject for the Worshipful Company of 
Salters is oddly embellished with incised 
lines and patterns Soanesque in character. 


Riding Wild Horses 


Since properly to portray a work of 
architecture even by means of a model 
is so difficult, much might be said for 
those who, like Sir Albert, are content 
to leave it at one aspect, drawn in line in 
the we’ll-tell-no-lies style. Mr. Mc- 
Morran reveals his wares in this way with 
a highly competent drawing made 
apparently at the request of the late Sir 
Robert Peel to accommodate the new 
police force; Mr. Erith should look out. 
Sir Hubert Worthington, riding the wild 
horses of Palladianism and Modernismus, 
appears to have some difficulty to avoid 
doing the splits at full gallop. It is pos-

sible his steeds have taken fright at the 
trees. In this genre the best is that which 
has no need to be ashamed of association 
with the past to which its style belongs 

the design for a memorial at Easton 
Neston by P. D. Hepworth is elegant 
both in form and rendering. Oddly 
enough the same architect is responsible 
for the very poor drawing of Sir Thomas 
Bennett’s Holborn Viaduct building, 
itself no beauty. The output of this firm, 
at its best very good, is strangely uneven. 

Perhaps in what is, after all, a grand 
bazaar of art it is hopeless to expect other 
than the extraordinarily heterogeneous 
collection which the Academy provides, 
but it is all the same a pity that so little 
of what represents the larger and at 
times sinister developments of today is 
on view. Of comprehensive development 
schemes the only one is the Knights- 
bridge Centre by Guy Morgan and 
Partners, threatening to shed gloom over 
the area by a congestion of towers in 
what is a relatively small space. Mill- 
bank Development by Ronald Ward and 
Partners might perhaps qualify but has 
the air rather of being a single building 
running amok in height. True this is 
not the entire story: lesser elements play 
their part in what is an immensely 
intricate scheme. Unfortunately the 
form of the tower is amorphous and the 
podium, out of scale with what is above, 
threatens by its dissonance to play havoc 
with all that is nearby. By comparison 
the necessarily much more modest 
scheme for a Civic Centre at Hayes by 
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Clifford Culpin is quite delightful. Its 
composition is rational and compact, the 
plan organisation looks good and the 
Miesian detailing provides a consistent 
delicacy throughout. The steady develop- 
ment of this firm is worth considering 
as also is the example set by those 
pioneers who refuse to be shaken out of 
their steadfast loyalty to the principles 
of what was the modern movement. Not 
for them the gimmicks of sensationalism 
but the kind of directness, economy and 
taut composition which indicates sound 
and rational planning. Yorke, Rosen- 
berg & Mardall’s Hospital for Hull and 
Maxwell Fry’s Head Offices for Pilking- 
tons rank equal with anything abroad. 
Fortunately the new _ phallicism in 
respect of chimneys is evident only once, 
but bifurcation, presumably its female 
counterpart, afflicts numerous examples. 
For no good reason Gordon Tait swells 
out the end of his office block in Vauxhall 
Bridge-road just to achieve this effect, 
while Sir Hugh Casson practises it at 
Worcester College in terms of the new 
ponderosity which must surely give fresh 
hope to the publishers of Mitchells ‘ Con- 
struction.’ North Oxford will have to 
look to its laurels for once again we have 
three-ring arches and deep embrasured 
windows displayed forthrightly with a 


Ruskinian regard for truth which will 
have no truck with beauty. Perhaps this 
is a Cambridge man’s revenge. 

Mr. Spence himself is slightly infected 
with the disease, as witness that strange 
element at Brighton, perhaps inspired by 
the battlements of the Castello Sforza in 
Milan. Doubtless the hyper-paraboloid 
is to blame but the layman will not wot of 
this when confronted with a gigantic 
pair of asses’ ears. Perhaps the hope is 
that his attention will be distracted by 
the rising moons of lunette windows or 
wholly engaged in contemplation of the 
superfluous beam ends which project 
nearby. 


‘Thing From Outer Space’ 


On his home-ground, Sir Hugh for his 
Lecture Hall in Sidgwick-avenue has pro- 
duced a ‘thing from outer space’ 
garnished with a multiplicity of ears and 
attended by consorts of undergraduates 
whose deportment confirms that the laws 
of gravity have now been overcome. 

Residences for gentlefolk this year are 
conspicuous by their absence unless we 
count some flats at Bournemouth, appro- 
priately garnished with a pair of enlarged 
kidneys. To cater for the luxury trade 
there is a pleasant tower block develop- 
ment by Eric V. Collins at Kingston-upon-

generous handling of its fenestration. 
Rather less successful because not so 
easily assimilated into the landscape is 
the Goodwyns Farm Estate at Dorking 
by William W. Ryder. The lesser fry 
come off rather badly at Gibraltar where 
Covell and Matthews’ proposed Married 
Soldiers’ Quarters seem to need some 
reference to the ‘ Principles of Architec- 
tural Composition’ and amelioration of 
what is no doubt a difficult landscape. 

Points in this respect are easily won by 
Architects’ Co-Partnership who in their 
extensions to Trinity College, Car- 
marthen, use a mannerist approach in 
detail and a looseness of composition to 
immensely good effect. The modest 
drawing of this scheme is a little 
jewel and a lesson in economy. If this 
is how to marry into a Welsh landscape, 
then the Town Hall at Dolgelly by the 
late Sir Giles Gilbert Scott most certainly 
is not. 

The Church fares rather badly this year. 
Sir Edward Maufe shows an interior view 
of Guildford Cathedral and does it less 
than justice. Sir Albert Richardson 
essays the Gothic in an uncertain way at 
Strawberry Hill, and Arthur Bailey with

BTC Office Scheme Rejected 


AN APPLICATION by the British Transport 
Commission to build a shop and office 
block adjoining Waterloo Station, Lon- 
don, has been refused by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government and 
the Minister of Transport, after a public 
inquiry, on the ground that it was too 
big. The building was to have cost £34m. 

The commission’s proposal was to 
build a single block on the site, of 11 to 
12 storeys, to be occupied by 830 railway 
workers and 1,670 employees of private 
firms. 

The letter of decision said the Ministers 
noted that development already 
authorised in this part of the South Bank 
comprehensive development area would 
give employment to a large number of 
office workers. While they accepted that 
the site could also be properly developed 
by the erection of an office building, they 
could not agree that any case had been 
made out to justify exceeding the pre- 
scribed plot ratio of 3.5 to one. They 
would see no objection to a building con- 
taining shops and offices on this site 
which conformed to the prescribed ratio.

One Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of May 5, 1860 


THE LATE FIRE IN REDCROSS-STREET, NEAR 
BARBICAN.—This portion of old London 
has much to interest the antiquary, for 
here and in adjoining streets there are 
vestiges of the old metropolis as it was 
before the time of the Great Fire of 1666. 
Nearly opposite the old church of 
Cripplegate is one of the most pic- 
turesque groups of houses now to be 
found in the City, and of which we have 
given an engraving. At the end of Red 
Lion-street, next Barbican, there were on 
each side some buildings faced with dark- 
coloured red brick, moulded in cornices, 
which was much in use about Charles the 
First’s reign. One of these clumps of 
houses nearest to Smithfield has been 
destroyed, leaving just enough to show 
that behind the facing there was work of 
far greater antiquity. 

It is worth noting 
fashioned houses, formed of massive 
timber, resist the action of fire for a 
much longer time than dwellings of the 
modern kind. At Bermondsey a fire 
demolished extensive warehouses and 
several houses: an ancient wooden house 
which stood in the midst of the fire 
escaped with trifling damage. It is only 
the introduction of party walls which 
prevents the spread of fires amongst 
modern buildings to the extent of those 
of former times.

BTC Office Scheme Rejected 


AN APPLICATION by the British Transport 
Commission to build a shop and office 
block adjoining Waterloo Station, Lon- 
don, has been refused by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government and 
the Minister of Transport, after a public 
inquiry, on the ground that it was too 
big. The building was to have cost £34m. 

The commission’s proposal was to 
build a single block on the site, of 11 to 
12 storeys, to be occupied by 830 railway 
workers and 1,670 employees of private 
firms. 

The letter of decision said the Ministers 
noted that development already 
authorised in this part of the South Bank 
comprehensive development area would 
give employment to a large number of 
office workers. While they accepted that 
the site could also be properly developed 
by the erection of an office building, they 
could not agree that any case had been 
made out to justify exceeding the pre- 
scribed plot ratio of 3.5 to one. They 
would see no objection to a building con- 
taining shops and offices on this site 
which conformed to the prescribed ratio. 


Arts Council’s New Chairman 


LORD COTTESLOE has been appointed 
chairman of the Arts Council of Great 
Britain in succession to Sir Kenneth 
Clark, whose term of office expired on 
April 30. The appointment is for a 
period of five years. 

Lord Cottesloe, who is chairman of the 
trustees of the Tate Gallery, was a mem- 
ber of the art panel of the Arts Council.

One Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of May 5, 1860 


THE LATE FIRE IN REDCROSS-STREET, NEAR 
BARBICAN.—This portion of old London 
has much to interest the antiquary, for 
here and in adjoining streets there are 
vestiges of the old metropolis as it was 
before the time of the Great Fire of 1666. 
Nearly opposite the old church of 
Cripplegate is one of the most pic- 
turesque groups of houses now to be 
found in the City, and of which we have 
given an engraving. At the end of Red 
Lion-street, next Barbican, there were on 
each side some buildings faced with dark- 
coloured red brick, moulded in cornices, 
which was much in use about Charles the 
First’s reign. One of these clumps of 
houses nearest to Smithfield has been 
destroyed, leaving just enough to show 
that behind the facing there was work of 
far greater antiquity. 

It is worth noting that the old- 
fashioned houses, formed of massive 
timber, resist the action of fire for a 
much longer time than dwellings of the 
modern kind. At Bermondsey a fire 
demolished extensive warehouses and 
several houses: an ancient wooden house 
which stood in the midst of the fire 
escaped with trifling damage. It is only 
the introduction of party walls which 
prevents the spread of fires amongst 
modern buildings to the extent of those 
of former times.

Charles Holden, LittD, FRIBA 


THE DEATH TOOK PLACE on May 1 of Dr. 
Charles Holden, RDI, hon LittD (Man- 
chester), DLitt (London), FRIBA, MTPI, 
architect of the new London University 
buildings in Bloomsbury and_ senior 
partner in the firm of Adams, Holden & 
Pearson, of London. He was 85. 

Born in Bolton, Charles Holden was 
educated at Manchester Technical Col- 
lege and Manchester School of Art, being 
articled to the late E. W. Leeson, of Man- 
chester. He first worked with Jonathan 
Simpson in Bolton and later joined C. R. 
Ashbee as assistant, when he studied at 
the RA school of architecture. After the 
turn of the century he joined Percy 
Adams in partnership and, with him, car- 
ried out a good deal of hospital work, 
including The King Edward VII sana- 
torium at Midhurst. The firm was suc- 
cessful in a number of competitions 
including those for the Bristol central 
reference library, the British Medical 
Association building in the Strand, 
Southport Homeopathic Hospital, Bristol 
Royal Infirmary and the Royal Northern 
Hospital. 

Other buildings designed by the firm 
were the British Hospital, Constanti- 
nople; the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers on Savoy Hill; Queen Eliza- 
beth College, Campden Hill; Sutton 
Valence School, Kent; Torquay Hospital; 
the Head Offices for London Transport, 
St. James’s Park; Piccadilly Circus and 
other stations for London Transport; St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Malta; and a number of 
war memorials. He was at one time 
Principal Architect to the War Graves 
Commission, and designed war ceme- 
teries at Boulogne, Wimereux, Corbin 
and elsewhere. 

Holden's name will perhaps principally 
be connected with four buildings: the 
British Medical Association headquarters 
in Agar-street, Strand, where he em- 
ployed the young Jacob Epstein to design 
sculptured figures (which may yet be 
seen) on the facade. The public storm 
which greeted their unveiling is one of 
the sad chapters of British art history;

what is important is that this marked a 
feature of Holden’s architectural develop- 
ment from which he never departed— 
the belief in the interplay of architecture 
and sculpture. This was also demon- 
strated in his magnificent design for the 
Underground headquarters at St. James’s 
Park Station where again Epstein con- 
tributed his great sculptures ‘Day’ and 
‘Night.’ It was said that Holden’s loyalty 
to a sculptor whose merits in the end 
came to be universally recognised was 
responsible for the failure of the Royal 
Academy to take him into membership. 
Certainly he never became an Academi- 
cian, and this must rank as one of that 
august body’s shortfallings. 

The Underground building (which 
gained the London architecture medal in 
1929) was Holden’s first major essay in 
the use of the cruciform plan, a plan 
which he was later to adapt successfully 
for the new London University buildings 
which represented Holden at his best. 
In it he did for architecture what Eric 
Gill had done, with his Gill sans serif, 
for typography, stripping away meaning- 
less decoration and relying on subtleties 
of detail and fenestration allied to a 
grandeur of planning which makes the 
building one of London’s greatest. 
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The fourth building—more accurately 
a group of buildings—were the new 
Underground stations in which, at Turn- 
ham Green and elsewhere, he created a 
new style of transport architecture which, 
as one writer at the time said, ‘is the 
greatest contribution to London's street 
architecture since Wren’s City churches.’ 
In this he enjoyed the full collaboration 
of the late Frank Pick. In his later design, 
Holden did not always fulfil the promise 
of his middle period, and English Electric 
House (a view of which is in this week’s 
issue) has come in for heavy criticism. 

Holden achieved a high reputation as 
a planner, and with Sir William Holford 
prepared the City of London plan (1944- 
54). He was planning consultant to the 
Cities of Canterbury and Tynemouth, to 
Edinburgh University, and to the LCC 
for the South Bank. He was a member 
of the Royal Fine Art Commission, 
1933-47, and his professional colleagues 
paid him the highest honour in their 
power by nominating him for the Royal 
Gold Medal in Architecture in 1936. 


P. Morton Shand 


THE DEATH IS ANNOUNCED at Lyons on 
April 30 of Mr. Philip Morton Shand, the 
author of books on food and wine, and 
translator of Gropius’s ‘ The New Archi- 
tecture and the Bauhaus’. He also pub- 
lished in 1930 a book on the architecture 
of ‘ Modern Theatres and Cinemas’. He 
was 72. 


Societies 
Hong Kong Society of Architects 


THE FIRST ordinary general meeting of 
the Hong Kong Society of Architects was 
held on March 7 and took the form of 
a joint meeting of the Society and the 
Building Contractors’ Association. The 
meeting was convened to discuss the 
formation of a joint consultative body 
for the building industry in Hong Kong. 
After opening the conference the presi- 
dent, Mr. Szeto Wai, turned the meeting 
over to MR. J. R. FIRTH, ARIBA, who formal- 
ly proposed that it sponsored the forma- 
tion of the Joint Consultative Committee 
and that the Public Works Department 
and the Hong Kong and China branch 
of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors be asked to participate. 

‘In the last financial year,’ continued 
Mr. Firth, ‘some $250m. was spent in 
private enterprise building in the colony 
apart from the vast sums spent by the 
government and other public bodies. The 
building industry was thus a substantial 
part of the economy and it was up to all 
concerned to improve its efficiency and 
productivity.’ Among the specific problems 
which the committee would examine, he 
continued, were education, methods of 
approximation of estimates, tendering and 
contract procedure, and standard specifi- 
cation. 

The motion was seconded by MR. JOHN 
POON of the Building Contractors’ Asso- 
ciation, who recalled the success of the 
United Kingdom counterpart to the 
proposed committee. 

MR. G. C. DOVEY, ARIBA, wanted to know 


whether the Joint Consultative Committee 
would formulate its own proposals. 

MR. J. R. FIRTH replied that the Com- 
mittee would depend on the members for 
bringing subjects for examination. 

PROFESSOR W. G. GREGORY, ARIBA, asked 
Mr. Poon if the Building Contractors’ 
Association had examined the question of 
education from its own point of view, 
whether the present situation was satis- 
factory and whether they would welcome 
any additional schemes. He also wished 
to know whether the Association had 
taken any steps to ensure the general use 
of bills of quantities for work above a 
certain value. 

MR. J. POON replied that as members of 
the Pacific Asia Contractors’ Association 
they took part in the exchange of appren- 
tices. They had sponsored courses at the 
Technical College for the training of 
foremen, but most of those trained had 
found posts with the government! They 
also had their own training schemes. In 
answer to the second question he said 
that no steps had been taken, but that it 
was a point that should be considered. 

MR. A. M. J. WRIGHT, ARIBA, asked why 
the Public Works Department should be 
included. 

MR. J. R. FIRTH said that as the Ministry 
of Works was included in the United 
Kingdom it seemed appropriate to include 
the equivalent body in Hong Kong; the 
PWD was in fact in control of building 
in the colony and was responsible for the 
administration of building legislation. 





Town Planning Joint Examinations 


Report on Testimonies of Study 


THE EXAMINERS’ REPORT on the Testi- 
monies of Study for Part 1 of the Final 
Examination 1959, which was before the 
Town Planning Joint Examination Board 
at its meeting on April 21, has been 
issued by the Board and is published 
below. 


Special Testimony 


The work submitted this year was of 
a good average level, with fewer attempts 
than usual by candidates who had not 
made adequate preparation. On the 
whole, candidates covered far too much 
paper with data that had little relevance 
or needed summarisation and analysis to 
te useful: few yet realise that one good 
imalysis map may tell a briefer but more 
-enetrating story than several ‘ standard ’ 
,arveys. Most reports were heavily over- 
yurdened with detail and stilted in 
sanguage especially when closely modelled 
on statutory practice. 

Overseas work was more mixed than 
usual in standard: few reports were 
models of brevity (one weighed over two 
pounds) while adverse criticism made in 
previous years about poorly designed 
road lay-outs continues to be justified. 


General Testimonies 


(Alternative A Three drawn 
exercises): Sewage Works; Village Centre; 
Industrial Estate-—Fewer candidates are 
choosing this alternative, but the percent- 
age otf successful remained about the 
same as heretofore. Most candidates gave 
too little attention to the written reports, 
and this is causing the examiners much 
concern. The reports carry a high pro- 
portion of the marks which can be won 
by a good solution. In a short space, 
they must state clearly the basis for the 
solution and the assumptions made, and 
it is important not to waste words on 
information which is given on the plan. 

A few candidates put themselves at a 
disadvantage by omitting to _ inspect 
modern examples of sewage works or 
industrial estates in the New Towns. 

(Alternative B—Essay): New Town.— 
The essays this year showed a very wide 
range. In the first place the subject set 
was a perfectly definite one on a pro- 
posal to site a new town requiring 5,000 
acres of land in a rural area—what geo- 
graphical factors should be considered. 
Yet many candidates chose to deal with 
topics of their own imagination, such as 


The Institute of Builders 
76th Annual General Meeting 


AT THE 76TH ANNUAL MEETING of the 
Institute, held on May 4, Mr. Geoffrey 
O. Swayne, OBE, retiring president, was 
re-elected to office. Messrs. J. Gowing 
Middleton, Harvey G. Frost, P. F. H. 
Wykeham and D. C. C. Roberts were re- 
elected unopposed as council members, 
with Mr. H. S. Oddie, immediate past- 
president, as treasurer. The meeting, 
under the new constitution, also elected as 
ordinary members of council 21 Fellows, 
6 Associates and 3 Licentiates. Asso- 
ciates, for the first time in the history of 
the Institute, had a vote at the annual 
meeting. 

In his speech as President, MR. SWAYNE 
said that some ten years ago the Institute 
was under heavy fire for its general 
inertia. Much of that criticism was 
deserved, but the critics had forgotten or 
did not know that, between the two wars, 
the Institute had virtually founded higher 
building education as it was known today. 
‘ The Institute,’ said the President, ‘ was 
urged to put its house in order, to broaden 
its membership conditions, to end “ special 
case ” entry, to modernise its examination 
syllabuses with a greater accent on 
management, to publicise its purposes and 
intentions, to decentralise its activities 
and to inaugurate a Board of Building 
Education. In five years it has accom- 
plished most. if not all of these things... . 
Students are flocking to take its examina- 
tions and it now remains to be seen 
whether the Institute receives the recogni- 
tion and support it was promised and 


deserves as the pre-eminent professional 
institution in building.’ 

Members, added the President, could 
help towards securing support by taking a 
live interest in the work of technical col- 
leges and in building education generally 
and by giving active encouragement to 
students. Mentions of institute qualifica- 
tions as desirable if not essential, in 
advertisements for staff was one way to 
give that proof. 


The Annual Report 


The annual report, presented at the 
meeting, notes that the year 1959-60 has 
seen the adoption of the new articles of 
association and the start of a complete 
re-organisation of the membership and 
examination structure. The scheme for 
the latter is due for publication about 
August, 1960. Much progress is being 
made with the formation of branches, and 
a ‘master plan’ for the eventual develop- 
ment of branches covering the whole of 
the UK and the Irish Republic has been 
prepared. 

Membership now stands (April 1, 1960) 
at 5,486, an increase over the previous 
year of 1,384. This compares with a 
membership in 1947 of under 1,400. 89 
presented themselves for the Associate 
diploma examination (20 in 1938) and 
749 for the Licentiate diploma (230 in 
1938); 86 colleges were Offering recog- 
nised courses in 1960, as compared with 
69 in 1959. The financial year ended with 
a surplus of £3,243. 
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design and layout of towns, and many 
matters of planning detail such as hous- 
ing density, provision of parks. 

Some candidates took a purely theor- 
etical approach, and indeed some 
imagined conditions which could not 
possibly exist—such as a small island, off 
the east coast of an imaginary continent! 
Others envisaged conditions as they may 
or may not have existed two or three 
thousand years ago. 

The best essays dealt first with general 
principles, then illustrated these by refer- 
ence to the existing New Towns in 
Britain or elsewhere, and finally deduced 
how far the factors mentioned had been 
considered. Such an essay demands 
illustration by maps and diagrams. Some 
candidates realised this and (a) showed 
the main factors operating in Britain as 
a whole (such as relief) and then (b) 
illustrated from one or two New Town 
examples the influence of more _ local 
factors. Some candidates went further 
and illustrated the points by carefully 
chosen photographs. 

It cannot be too strongly urged that 
candidates should consider the form of 
the question and make quite certain that 
their essay deals with the topic set by 
the examiner. 


City and Guilds 
of London Institute 


Institute’s Important Year 


THE OUTSTANDING event of 1958 for the 
City and Guilds of London Institute was 
the completion and occupation of their 
new headquarters in Portland-place, W1. 
This, together with the implementation of 
the new Statutes and the reconstituted 
membership were milestones in the his- 
tory of the Institute and a recognition of 
the value of its services to industry and to 
the nation. On May 13 last year HRH 
The Duke of Edinburgh, in his capacity 
as president of the Institute, himself 
underlined the significance of its work 
when he laid before a_ representative 
meeting at Buckingham Palace his pro- 
posal for a Commonwealth Technical 
Training Week in 1961. 

The work of the Institute for the year 
1958-1959 is set out in the Annual Report 
now published. The examinations for the 
period surpassed all previous records; a 
total of 138 476 candidates were examined 
of whom 82,735 gained passes. These 
totals include 17,749 oversease candidates 
of whom 8,042 achieved successes. Of 
the 60 candidates for the Insignia Award 
in Technology 51 were accepted; these 
included 5 in the constructional field. 

The Consultative Committee for Build- 
ing Subjects has continued its revision of 
building craft courses and in each of the 
following subjects a self-contained basic 
craft course has been approved and pro- 
mulgated: carpentry and joinery; wood- 
cutting and machinists’ work; brickwork; 
masonry; plasterers’ work; plumbers’ 
work; mastic asphalt work; and roof 
slating, tiling and cement work. The 
drafting of more advanced courses and 
syllabuses for full technological certifi- 
cates and for courses in craft foremanship 
studies is proceeding.

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Monetary System and the Building Industry 


NFBTE Study Group’s Views 


FOLLOWING the publication of the Report 
of the Radcliffe Committee on the Work- 
ing of the Monetary System the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers 
appointed a Study Group to examine and 
report on the implications of its contents 
so far as they affect or are likely to affect 
the building industry. Some extracts from 
the Study Group’s report, copies of which 
have been sent to the Ministry of Works, 
the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government and the Treasury, are given 
below. 

The Radcliffe Committee was appointed 
by Treasury Minute dated May 3, 1957, 
‘to inquire into the working of the mone- 
tary system, and to make recommenda- 
tions.’ It reported in August, 1959. It 
was more concerned with the danger of 
inflation than with that of mass unem- 
ployment. 

An undesirable feature of the post-war 
period has been the considerable fluctua- 
tion in the demand for building work— 
particularly new work—from year to 
year, brought about by sudden changes in 
Government policy. The most recent 
example resulted directly from the 
Government’s policy of credit and capital 
expenditure restriction starting in 1956. 

That the experience of 1956 to 1958 
was not an isolated case is shown by 
Chart A. Here, from 1946, an index of 
the load of new work is compared with 
the index of industrial production. The 
considerable difference in the range of 
fluctuation shown by the two lines is 
evident. This difference is even more 
clearly demonstrated on Chart B, which 
shows the deviation in each case from a 
three-year moving average. 

On the Radcliffe Committee’s reference 
to building controls the NFBTE pointed 
out that building controls are far from 
being simple to administer; during and 
immediately after the war they called for 
the employment of a large number of 
officials, and many of the drawbacks of 
bureaucratic control were evident. The 
issue of licences and permits caused 
delays and uncertainties which were 
inimical to efficiency and made pre-plan- 
ning of jobs impossible, as well as 
creating a wasteful expenditure of clerical 
manpower in builders’ offices. In addi- 
tion, they fostered a highly undesirable 
biack market in building work. 

The NFBTE is also concerned about 
the Radcliffe Committee’s references to 
building societies. It fears that the link- 
ing of mortgage availability and finance 
closely to Treasury economic policy, as 
the Committee envisages, could result in 
itself in unwelcome and sudden changes 
in the availability of finance for private 
house-building. 


Conclusions 


The views of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers are sum- 
marised as follows: 

(a) The building industry, as a major 
industry, wishes to make its full contri- 


bution to the national economy. But all 
the experience of recent years shows that 
marked and sudden changes in the 
demand for building work caused directly 
by Government action have harmful 
effects on building efficiency and produc- 
tivity, and hence on the cost of building 
to the community. An all too common 
fallacy is that building work is like water 
that can be turned on and off with a tap. 


(b) Because of the nature of new build- 
ing work, there would be considerable 
gains in efficiency if the industry could 
see a few years ahead with some degree 
of certainty, and that the industry should, 
therefore, be given more adequate warn-

ings of changes in public demand for 
building works. 

(c) An impartial investigation would 
show that building licensing, mooted by 
the Radcliffe Committee, and other direct 
controls over the whole volume of build- 
ing work, other than those of the crudest 
type and inadequate in operation, are not 
easy to establish and administer. 

(d) The extension of Treasury control 
to building societies and the type of con- 
trol of capital issues recommended by the 
Radcliffe Committee, could, if our earlier 
warnings are not heeded, result in more 
severe fluctuations in the demand for 
building work.

An End to Building By-Laws? 


Minister Seeks Comments on Proposals for Centrally Made Regulations 


From a Correspondent 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has sent to local 
authority associations a draft, for com- 
ment, for a system of centrally made 
regulations to take the place of the indi- 
vidual sets of building by-laws made, at 
present, by more than 1,400 borough, 
urban and rural councils. The associa- 
tions concerned are the Association of 
Municipal Corporations, the County 
Councils’ Association, the Urban District 
Councils’ Association and the Rural 
District Councils’ Association. 

Announcing this in a letter to these 
bodies, the Ministry say it is ‘ increasingly 
important’ for building control to be 
kept in harmony with developments in 
building techniques and the use of new 
materials. 

The Department states: ‘ These could 
be taken into account much more speedily 
if it were a matter of amending one set 
of regulations than is possible now, when 
the amendment of each authority’s build- 
ing by-laws is involved; a protracted pro- 
cess involving so much work that 
amendments other than those of the first 
importance tend to be held up until the 
next general revision of the model by- 
laws. 

‘The substitution of regulations for 
building by-laws would also save time 
and manpower. Under the present 
system building by-laws substantially in 
accord with the model issued by the 
department are at ten-yearly intervals 
adopted, printed and put on sale to the 
public by over 1.400 authorities, although 
on the last revision some 70 per cent. of 
authorities adopted the model without 
any variation whatever; in most cases 
where there were variations they were 
of a very minor character. 

‘Further, there are __ self-evident 
advantages to the public in the building 
code being set out in one set of regula- 
tions instead of in more than 1,400 
versions. A system of centrally made 
regulations would not rule out the pos- 
sibility of providing for local variations 
in the requirements of the code where a 
real case for this could be made out.’ 


Relaxations and Dispensations 


According to the Department, the 
Minister thinks it unnecessary that he 
should remain solely responsible for 
authorising relaxations or dispensations 
and he considers that local authorities 
should, over a large part of the field, be 
empowered to relax or dispense with 
building requirements in particular cases 
without reference to him. 

The present rights of developers to 
apply for relaxations and dispensations 
are, in the Minister’s view, too restricted. 
A developer should, he thinks, be able 
if necessary to bring his case for a relaxa- 
tion or dispensation before the Minister. 

There should therefore be a right of 
appeal to the Minister by the developer 
against the decision of the local authority 
in respect of applications of the kind 


which they would be empowered to deal 
with, and the developer should be able 
to make application to the Minister in 


- cases where the power to relax or dispense 


is retained by the Minister. The local 
authorities would, of course, have a right 
to make representations in both types of 
case. 

The possibility of the introduction of 
a *PH (Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill 
affords an opportunity for the new 
system to operate in place of the 
remaking of by-laws due to take place 
within the next two or three years. The 
Minister proposes to include provision in 
this Bill enabling him to make regula- 
tions prescribing building requirements 
and defining the matters in respect of 
which local authorities should be em- 
powered to relax or dispense with require- 
ments in particular cases. The Bill would 
also give developers rights in relation to 
relaxations and dispensations on the lines 
indicated. 

Further consideration is being given to 
the procedure for advising the Minister 
on the content of the building regula- 
tions. 

Any other amendments to existing 
legislation would be confined to those 
directly and necessarily consequential on 
the above. 


The Position of London 


In the Minister’s view it is desirable to 
defer consideration of the arrangements 
which should operate in the Administra- 
tive County of London until the future 
pattern of local government organisation 
in the metropolitan area is known. The 
proposed legislation would not therefore 
apply to the Administrative County. 

A Ministry official stated: ‘The 
Minister feels that these proposals will 
result in a system of building regulation 
better attuned to modern conditions and 
much more convenient for the building 
industry and professions and for the pub- 
lic generally than the present system. 

‘Whatever form the code takes, it is 
inevitable in present conditions that it 
should substantially be settled on a 
national, rather than a local, basis. 

‘The proposal to prescribe the code in 
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centrally made regulations, with the pos- 
sibility of some local variations, therefore 
recognises the realities of the situation as 
well as having the other advantages men- 
tioned. As will be seen, the local authori- 
ties’ responsibilities for administering the 
building code would be increased under 
the system the Minister has in mind.” 

The Association of Municipal Corpora- 
tions, which has been largely concerned 
at the preliminary stage, made the point 
last year that, notwithstanding the 
measure of uniformity achieved through 
the use of model by-laws, it was still 
necessary and desirable that there should 
be a degree of flexibility to enable local 
authorities to deal with particular matters 
in the light of local circumstances, tradi- 
tions, or requirements. 

But it recognised that there might be 
scope for the prescription of national 
standards in respect of a strictly limited 
range of matters, including in particular 
certain structural elements of buildings, 
and suggested that the precise subjects 
to be included in this latter category 
should be settled by discussion between 
the Ministry and the local authority 
associations. 

An Association official said: ‘We 
adhere to the view which we previously 
expressed and regret to learn of the 
Minister’s decision; we are seeking to 
discuss the matter with the Ministry.’ 

*Our Parliamentary Correspondent writes: 
It was in December last that Mr. Henry 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, announced in the House of 
Commons that a Public Health (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions) Bill was to be introduced 
in Parliament when time permitted. It would 
apply generally to the country a large number 
of provisions related to public health which 
are scattered through private Acts promoted 
by local authorities in recent years. The 
Bill is now definitely promised for the next 
Session which will probably start towards 
the end of October, 1960. 

When giving evidence last year before the 
Joint Committee on the Promotion of 
Private Bills, Dame Evelyn Sharp, Permanent 
Secretary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said the Ministry were ready 
to produce at quite short notice two Bills, 
one on local government and one on public 
health, ‘picking up a number of well- 
precedented local Act clauses which seemed 


to the Ministry to be required throughout 
the country.’ 

She pointed out that various points from 
local Acts did get picked up in public general 
Bills, as was the case in the Highways Act 
and the Food and Drugs Act and the 
Ministry had picked up one or two in the 
Town and Country Planning Bill. 


Inquiry Bureau 
Rust in Contact with Galvanised Iron 


QUESTION.—Will contact with rusty 
material accelerate deterioration of gal- 
vanised iron? What precautions are 
necessary before, during or after fixing? 
R.. G. S. 

ANSWER.—There is no doubt that the life 
of galvanising will drastically be reduced 
by contact with damp rusty materials or 
from drips of water containing rust. A 
frequent example of this is where nails 
drop into galvanised iron cold water stor- 
age cisterns. The life of the cistern may 
be reduced to 25 per cent or less of the 
normal expectation. 

Coating the galvanising with a bitu- 


men enamel (which should be applied hot) 
or with a rubber based bitumen emulsion 
should provide adequate protection. If 
the galvanising is very new it should first 
be coated with a mordant solution. 

Typical of this process is the use of 
bitumen to coat cold water storage tanks. 
When the holes have been cut and all 
swarf and filings have been removed, the 
tank is often warmed with a flame and 
turned over during the painting opera- 
tion, to ensure even coverage and free- 
dom from puddles of bitumen. Two coats 
are applied before fixing.

Large Fires in 1959 


Highest-Ever Peacetime Damage 


IF THE PATTERN of 1959 is to be followed 
in 1960 there will be close on three hun- 
dred premises where damage by fire will 
exceed £10,000, states the Fire Protection 
Association. The question responsible 
persons will be asking is ‘ Could it happen 
to us?’ In 1959 a total of £44m. went up 
in flames. This is the amount of damage 
accounted for by fire last year. The figure 
is the highest ever recorded in peacetime 
Britain. It is a figure almost twice that 
of 1958 when £24m. was recorded. Nor 
is there any sign that 1959 was merely an 
exceptional year. Already in 1960 there 
have been two fires causing losses unpre- 
cedented even in 1959. In one of these 
fires 19 men of the Fire Service and Sal- 
vage Corps lost their lives. Following are 
details of large fires in 1959:

Architect Awarded £50 
Against Client 
Breach of Contract 
A DECREE for £50 was given by Judge 
Agnew, in a claim at _ Enniskillen 
(Northern Ireland) Quarter Sessions on 
April 26, by William Ivan Lynch, archi- 
tect, of Shipquay-street, Londonderry, 
against Joseph Stevenson, Enniskillen, for 
£75 fees and breach of contract. 

LYNCH gave evidence of preparing 
sketch plans on four separate occasions 
for a house which Stevenson intended 
building. On the fourth occasion 
Stevenson told him he was not proceed- 
ing with any further work as he had 
bought a bungalow. 

STEVENSON told the Court that when 
he asked Lynch what he would charge 
for the plans, Lynch replied that there 
would be no charge as they were only 
sketch plans. He had introduced Lynch 
to work at Belfast preparing plans for a 
bungalow for his father-in-law. He had 
also told Lynch that he would be getting 
his shop renovated and redesigned, and 
that he would be building a house as the 
bungalow which he had bought was only 
temporary. On account of this Lynch 
said there would be no charge. 

THE JUDGE said he accepted Steven- 
son’s statement that he had procured 
other work for Lynch, but Lynch was 
entitled to payment in accordance with 
the rules of his Association. Lynch had 
voluntarily agreed to forego payment in 
view of the work on the shop and the 
building of the new house, but when this 
work was not forthcoming he was entitled 
to claim for the work he had done. 

After giving the decree for £50, his 
Honour said that Stevenson was under 
no further obligation to Lynch. 


order to determine the measures that 
should be taken to limit the extent of 
damage by fire. The survey of large fires 
in 1959 is published in the spring issue 
of the ‘Fire Protection Association 
Bulletin.’ 

The chief facts brought out by the sur- 
vey have been stressed over and over 
again by the Association and they need 
constant repetition. A building will not 
be completely destroyed if properly sub- 
divided into fire-tight compartments 
which will confine a fire to its place of 
origin. In the absence of such separation, 
an unnecessarily large volume of plant or 
goods may be placed at the mercy of a 
single fire. 

Open-Plan Factories 

The growing practice in industry of 
building large, open-plan, single-storey 
factories, many of them covering over a 
million sq. ft. of floor space with no pro- 
vision of fire separation, gives rise to 
grave concern. The survey shows that 
a number of large fires occurred in this 
type of building during 1959, and with 
nothing to stop or even hinder the rapid 
spread of fire millions of pounds worth 
of damage was done in a relatively short 


Builders’ Foremen and 
Clerks of Works 
Provident Institution’s New President 
THE NEW PRESIDENT of the Provident

As chairman of the London 
Regional Council’s sub-committee on 
Lectures he played an active part with 
the committee in organising the Foremen 
and Clerks of Works stand at the last 
Building Exhibition.

Liller was elected president, also marked 
the adoption by the Provident Institution 
of a new rule structure, and in his open- 
ing address Mr. Liller paid tribute to 
Mr. H. J. Bull, the retiring president and 
also to the ‘New Rule’ Committee. 
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space of time. Manufacturers interested 
in the advantages gained from the unin- 
terrupted flow of production would be 
well advised to make some concession to 
the requirements of fire protection if 
there is to be any cut in the disastrous 
fire losses. Even some measure of 
separation would ensure a_ certain 
amount of control over the fire. 


Sprinkler Systems 


Many of the fires analysed occurred 
outside normal working hours and had 
been burning for several hours before 
discovery. Automatic sprinkler systems 
are invaluable for the protection of build- 
ings especially during the silent hours. 
Alternatively, an automatic fire alarm 
system connected to the nearest fire 
station is a valuable form of protection. 

From the survey it can be seen that 
the difficulties of fighting fire in built-up 
areas and the dangers in these areas of 
fire spreading to surrounding premises 
hinder the firemen and thereby increase 
the damage and losses incurred.

The Week in Parliament 


From Our Own 


Government Policy on 
Direct Labour 


SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government rejected, on April 26, the 
day Parliament resumed after the Easter 
recess, a request for the Minister to take 
powers to place municipal direct works 
departments in a comparable position to 
private building firms by allowing them to 
prepare annual profit and loss accounts, 
without having to make a profit on each 
individual contract. 

Said MR. FRANK ALLAUN, his questioner. 
— If to retain their working forces and 
cover overheads, private firms may occa- 
sionally accept a contract at under cost, 
then why not direct works departments? 
Will the Minister therefore reconsider 
his recent circular on tendering which 
prevents such departments applying the 
surplus or profit on one contract to 
another? ’ 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH.—‘A direct works de- 
partment does not sink or swim on the 
basis of its quotation in the same way as 
a private builder does, and to weaken 
still further the link between market 
value, quotation and cost would not in 
the Minister’s view encourage efficiency.’ 

MR. PETER EMERY Said that 25 per cent. 
of the local authorities who had used 
direct labour forces for housebuilding 
since 1951 had now given them up. There 
were Opposition cries of ‘ Rubbish’ and 
dissent when he asked the Minister to 
consider giving the strongest warning to 
local authorities that ‘direct labour 
forces usually cost the ratepayers large 
sums of money.’ 

When SIR KEITH made no reply to this 
observation, MR. MICHAEL STEWART, the 
Opposition’s housing spokesman, said that 
if comparisons like that by Mr. Emery 
were to be made and the question at issue 
was the cost to the ratepayers, surely it 
was desirable that the two concerns—the 
works department and the private firm— 
should be able to work on equal terms. 
Why would not the Minister give an affir- 
mative reply to Mr. Allaun’s question? 

SIR KEITH said he had tried to explain 
that the quotation of a direct works de- 
partment and the quotation of a private 
builder were not on all fours. It was for 
this reason that the Minister had tried to 
establish the link between the market 
value, the quotation and the cost. 


Investment in Building 


A DEBATE on capital investment in 
industry on April 26 mainly dealt with 
new plant and machinery to improve 
productivity, but it enabled MR. Roy 
JENKINS. for the Opposition, to comment 
that it was generally true that the 
amount of what one might call property 
investment in Britain was probably 
greater than they desired from the point 
of view of balance—even in this country. 
But to go in for large-scale property 
investment in New York, on which 
British capital was now being used on

quite a large scale, seemed to be going 
a little too far. 

When there was a great shortage of 
capital for domestic production invest- 
ment in Britain and when there was a 
greater shortage of capital for helping 
under-developed areas, was it the best 
use of British capital to finance the build- 
ing of a very large skyscraper on top of 
Grand Central Station? Unless Man- 
hattan was regarded as an_ under- 
developed area, this was an example of 
British capital certainly not being used 
in the best way. 

MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of 
the Board of Trade, said that surely it 
was very good use of United Kingdom 
resources if they could use British know- 
how in property business, which was con- 
siderable. Unless they earned a return 
on overseas investments they would not 
have a surplus out of which to provide 
for aid for the under-developed countries. 


Housing Densities in 
London 


THERE was another full day debate on 
housing in the House of Commons on 
May. 2, but as a prelude MR. COMPTON 
CARR raised in an adjournment debate on 
April 26 the housing situation in Fulham 
and Hammersmith. During this he com- 
mented he was behind anyone who 
wanted to clear offices out of the dead 
centre of London and the West End. He 
wished people would now start to look at 
the periphery. This would help the 
housing situation in central London. 

Yet in Hammersmith and Fulham these 
buildings were still going up. There was 
one 30 storeys high on the Fulham side 
and others round Hammersmith Broad- 
way. It was not right to pull down 
habitable houses to build offices, and that 
sites completely open for redevelopment 
should be used for this type of building. 
He was sure they had to increase densi- 
ties until they bore some relation to the 
facts and to the actual numbers of people 
living in areas. He wished they could 
have some genuine move towards build- 
ing upwards in London. 

SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, said the question of den- 
sities would be constantly in the minds 
of all concerned with housing. They 
flowed in London from the LCC Develop- 
ment Plan. The LCC five-yearly review 
which was before the Minister, increased 
densities in certain parts of London 
although not in Fulham and Hammer- 
smith. An increase in densities seldom 
produced a dramatic effect because the 
more people in any area the more provi- 
sion there must be for schools and open 
places. 

Every effort was being made to reduce 
the number of offices and works in central 
London. The Ministry and LCC were 
constantly trying to steer industry and 
Offices to the periphery. Every site was 
considered on its merits with an incen- 
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tive towards moving Offices 
which were not much troubled with 
offices already. This year Fulham was 
building about 350 houses and Hammer- 
smith 83.

New Vista of the Abbey 


LORD JOHN HOPE, Minister of Works, 
announced in the House of Commons on 
April 26, that it was proposed to preserve 
the Abingdon-street site as an open space, 
thus opening up a splendid new vista of 
Westminster Abbey, the Jewel Tower 
and the Palace of Westminster. si 
HAMILTON KERR Said the announcement 
would be greeted with relief and satis- 
faction. 


Restoration at Avebury 


Asked what plans he had for under- 
taking the restoration and preservation 
of the prehistoric Stone Circle and 
avenue at Avebury, LORD JOHN HOPE, 
Minister of Works, said in the House of 
Commons on April 26 that on the advice 
of the Ancient Monuments Board for 
England, a limited excavation to investi- 
gate the North Setting and its relation- 
ship to the Circle would be carried out 
this summer. When its results were 
known he would consult the Ancient 
Monuments Board about further opera- 
tions. 


Accidents in Excavations 


MR. MANUEL asked the Minister of 
Labour, on April 26, how many accidents 
had occurred from 1949 to 1959 owing 
to the cave-in of trenches being 
excavated for the provision of sewer and 
other services; and how many of these 
accidents were fatal. 

MR. PETER THOMAS, Parliamentary 
Secretary.— Comprehensive statistics of 
accidents resulting from the collapse of 
excavations are only available from 1954. 
From that year to 1959 inclusive, 842 
such accidents were reported, of which 
80 were fatal. These figures relate to all 
excavations and ‘separate figures are not 
available for sewers and other services.’ 

MR. MANUEL asked if Mr. Thomas 
thought this was an alarming state of 
affairs. ‘Is there any safety legislation 
of a protective nature which will ensure 
that these cave-ins do not take place, or 
does he think there is need for some steel 
protection, such as a shield, to stop the 
tragic loss of life and the large number 
of accidents? ’ 

MR. THOMAS said the number he had 
given was a very small proportion of 
the 17,000 accidents which took place 
each year on construction sites, but he 
agreed with Mr. Manuel that every effort 
should be made to prevent. these 
accidents. It was intended that the safety 
provisions of the building regulations 
which referred to excavations on building 
sites would be extended to cover works 
of engineering construction. Preliminary 
draft regulations were sent out to inter- 
ested organisations on March 31 for their 
comments. Before these regulations could 
finally be made there would be full con- 
sultation and a statutory draft would have 
to be issued.

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‘ Light in Architecture ’ 


Opening of a New Era in Design 


A PAPER on ‘ Light in Architecture’ was 
given by MR. JOHN REID, FRIBA, FSIA, FIES, 
at a conference for architects on lighting 
organised by, and held in the lecture 
theatre of, the Yorkshire Regional Office 
of the British Lighting Council, at Leeds, 
on March 31. 

Mr. Reid said that all architecture 
reflected the social conditions of the time 
when it was built. It was in the Baroque 
era that we saw the beginnings of a style 
of architecture which owed its inspira- 
tion to the use of artificial light. The gilt 
cornices and white-painted panels were 
created to reflect the dancing flames of 
candles, and a _ Baroque interior 
illuminated only by candles was an 
incredible sight. 

He continued: We now have fluores- 
cent lamps and incandescent lamps of all 
shapes and sizes, and we have methods of 
controlling these lamps, of dimming 
them, of controlling their light output, 
and the colour of the light so that we can 
create divisions of space by light alone. 
There was an auditorium in _ the 
Triennale in Milan, for example, which 
was created entirely by the use of light, 
lighting fittings hanging low forming, 
when they were on, the ceiling of an 
auditorium within a larger space. 


Institute of Building 
Surveyors 
London and Home Counties Area 


A PLEA for cheaper houses was made by 
MR. HUGH REES, MP, FRICS, when he pro- 
posed the toast of the Institute of Build- 
ing Surveyors at the annual dinner of the 
London and Home Counties Area, held 
at the Piccadilly Hotel, W1, on April 14. 
The area president, Mr. S. A. Engel, was 
in the chair. ‘The building surveyor,’ 
said Mr. Rees, ‘can play an important 
part in reducing the cost of housing so 
that more can be built within the range 
of the lower-paid workers.’ 


High Cost of Land 


Taking up this plea, MR. D. WOOD, junior 
vice-president, proposing the toast of the 
London Area, said that one of the chief 
reasons for the high price of houses today 
was the very excessive cost of land. ‘In 
Birmingham,’ he continued, ‘ building 
land is as much as £10,000 per acre and 
more.” Mr. Wood thought that the 
Government ought to do something to 
stop the ever-increasing cost of land, 
since they were the only body who could 
do so. 


Responding for the London Area, MR. 
ENGEL thanked the previous speaker for 
his kind remarks and members of other 
institutes and professions for their active 
support. 

Other speakers included MR. JOHN 
GILBERT, the national president, and mr. 
G. SANDERS, FBLDG.SI, and MR. A. C. LAY- 
FIELD, ARIBA, responded for the guests. 


Artificial light sources are now so good 
that they are in many cases challenging 
daylight. For example, in a department 
store with wide floor areas, the amount of 
external window space obtainable is rela- 
tively small and obviously natural light- 
ing alone is out of the question. In such 
circumstances it may well be best to 
exclude daylight altogether and rely on a 
completely artificially lit interior. This 
does not hold true for all buildings, but 
it does definitely hold true for some and 
it means that completely windowless 
buildings will be a feature of future 
development. 

A good example of this is the 130 ft. 
high building at Hanover, designed for 
exhibition purposes, which has no win- 
dows at all apart from those on the 
mezzanine which light the restaurant. 
The result is completely unlike any con- 
ventional building, even any conventional 
modern building, and this is, to me, an 
extremely interesting development 
because it shows a new form of archi- 
tecture arising directly out of the possi- 
bilities of present-day light sources.

has been largely treated in a very hap- 
hazard and unplanned way. This does 
not mean that there is a need for strict 
regimentation in this sort of this, but 
how much more effective a use could be 
made of illuminated advertisements, how 
much gayer our cities, our city centres— 
particularly at night time—if we set about 
providing an absolutely first-class archi- 
tectural answer to the problem. 

The artificial light sources of the past 
have played a very great part in creating 
the architectural form of those interiors. 
If so much could be done in the past with 
the light from the humble candle, what a 
responsibility we have when you think of 
all the light sources, all the techniques, 
and all the knowledge that is available to 
us today. It is an awe-inspiring thought 
just how far we have to go, and an alto- 
gether inspiring one to me to be present 
at the beginning of what is no less than a 
completely new era in architecture. 


Federation of Painting 
Contractors 


Labour Shortage Foreseen 


A WARNING to its members that a severe 
shortage of good labour can be expected 
as building work reaches its peak this 
year is given by the Federation of Paint- 
ing Contractors in its 19th annual report, 
circulated prior to the annual general 
meeting, to be held at the Dorchester 
Hotel, W1, on May 9. 

Says the _ report: ‘As already 
prophesied in many official quarters, the 
building industry will probably reach an 
operational peak as the year unfolds. A 
position therefore is likely to arise in 
which an acute shortage of labour in most 
of the specialist trades making up its 
entirety will be experienced; reports 
being already to hand that good painter 
labour is extremely scarce. ; 

‘Although a shortage in the summer 
months of experienced operatives has 
been a difficulty with which painting 
contractors have often had to contend, 
the Council foresee that, with the 
impact of the large volume of new work 
envisaged, coupled with the larger 
expendable funds available to industrial- 
ists and clients alike through the greatly 
improved economic situation and the 
reliefs it affords, the painting trade can 
look forward to a year of still greater 
activity which may well exceed, because 
of the separate weight of maintenance 
work, that expected by the building 
industry itself. Again, the position will 
probably become more intensified in the 
south and members are advised to keep 
this likelihood well in mind when assess- 
ing their commitments due for fulfilment 
before the autumn is out.’

Building in the City 
Open Space Proposed for Gresham Street 


Work on the construction of an open 
space on land in Gresham-street, between 
Noble-street and Staining-lane, is to start, 
it was stated at the Court of Common 
Council at the Guildhall on April 28. 
The improvements and town planning 
committee reported that the open space, 
which is to be constructed by the 
Worshipful Company of Goldsmiths, is 
in accordance with an agreement between 
the Company and the Corporation. 


The space included part of the disused 
burial ground of St. John Zachary, and 
the Corporation undertook to carry out 
protective works on the burial ground 
to make it safe, before the main work 
began. A recommendation that Mowlem 
(Civil Engineering) Ltd. be authorised to 
carry out the protective works at an esti- 
mated cost of £850 was approved. 


An application under the London 
Building Act for the rebuilding of 167- 
170 Fleet-street, Red Lion Court and 
Johnson’s Court was approved subject to 
improvement and/or building lines being 
set out and agreed upon the site (R. 
Seifert and Partners, 28, Great Ormond- 
street, WC). 


Arrangements to secure the redevelop- 
ment of 26-31 Bevis Marks and 56-60 St. 


Mary Axe, together with 8 and 9 Goring- 
street, were approved. The Venture 
Property and Development Co. Ltd. were 
given permission to arrange for the pur- 
chase by the Corporation of the freehold 
of No. 8 Goring-street for £17,500, the 
rest of the property being part of the 
City’s Estate. A building agreement was 
granted to Yorkwin Investments Ltd. 
The existing buildings are to be demo- 
lished and a new office building erected 
by March 25, 1962. 

Permission for the installation of a new 
shop front at No. 1 Tower Chambers, 
66 to 74 Moorgate, was given on certain 
conditions, one of which was that details 
and sample of mosaic had to be sub- 
mitted and approved by the Corporation. 
(R. E. Enthoven, FRIBA, 4 Raymond 
Buildings, Grays Inn, WCl1.) 


Car Parking Standards 


Opposition has been made by the Cor- 
poration to a car parking condition in 
office development to be made on a site 
at the south-west corner of the junction 
of London Wall and Wood-street.

Slum Clearance 


The Redevelopment of Decayed Areas 


IT HAS BEEN ESTIMATED that there are 
some 847,100 unfit houses in England and 
Wales; if they were cleared in ten years 
an annual expenditure of £70m. and a 
loss of £40m. could be expected. Mr. 
H. F. ALSTON, ARICS, MTPI, town planning 
officer, Kingston-upon-Hull, quoted these 
figures in his paper on the ‘ Redevelop- 
ment of Decayed Areas’ given to the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
on May 2. 


‘Land uses,’ said Mr. Alston, ‘are 
becoming intermixed in an undesirable 
way and large areas are taking upon 
themselves an appearance of decay and 
decadence. Main roads no_ longer 
adequately fulfil their function, and some- 
thing must be done to protect the public 
from the “law of the jungle” which 
exists on roads today.’ The speaker con- 
tinued : 


‘Incompatible land uses must be 
removed, street patterns altered to ensure 
road_ safety, and obsolete buildings 
renewed. The harmful effects of social 
upheaval caused by moving large num- 
bers of people long distances to new 
homes, new places of work and new social 
surroundings must be avoided. 


‘All these problems have been experi- 
enced in redeveloping 150 acres in King- 
ston-upon-Hull. These possess most of 
the vices which are to be expected in a 
decayed area: some of the property is 


war-damaged, of the remainder the great 
proportion is obsolete and that which is 
capable of improvement is either isolated 
or situated in small groups. The general 
layout is bad, the road framework 
unsatisfactory, there is a deficiency of 
open space, school sites do not conform 
with the Ministry of Education Regula- 
tions as to size, and unsuitable industries 
are intermixed with the properties. 

‘There was no doubt that the pre- 
dominant use of this area should be resi- 
dential. A layout was therefore prepared 
to redevelop this area as a complete resi- 
dential unit. Basic principles were that 
all fast and heavy through-traffic would 
be excluded, access to peripheral main 
roads restricted, industry and commerce 
excluded, neighbourhood facilities 
grouped together, and new residential 
development should conform to proper 
requirements as to light, air and density.’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Alston said that the 
difficulties of private enterprise redevelop- 
ment, as opposed to public < ithority 
redevelopment, were immense. Local 
authorities could, in some circumstances, 
receive grants and housing subsidies 
which were not available to the private 
redeveloper. They could also benetit 
financially when clearance or unfitness 
orders would be made for acquisition of 
properties. Where there were several 
owners, acquisition was virtually impos- 
sible without compulsory powers. 
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the Corporation to the Postmaster- 
General ‘for post office purposes.’ The 
planning permission was subject to a 
condition requiring car parking on the 
basis of one car space to every 2,000 sq. 
ft. of gross floor space. 

The committee’s action in lodging an 
appeal with the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government against this condition 
was approved. The Corporation, the 
committee stated, was not in agreement 
with the proposed increase of the car 
parking standard, which was one car 
space to 2,500 sq. ft. of gross floor space. 

The Minister had been requested to 
defer his consideration of the appeal until 
negotiations between himself, the LCC, 
and the Corporation had been concluded 
on the question of car parking standards 
generally. 

A tender of £13,034 l6s. 8d. for the 
lay-out of the City of London Cemetery 
extension by Mowlem (Civil Engineer- 
ing) Ltd. was accepted. 


Protection of Structural 
Steelwork 


Fire Resistance of Beams 
and Columns 


WHEN THE TEMPERATURE Of structural 
steelwork is raised above 550°C failure 
may occur. When it is considered that a 
fire can reach a temperature of 600°C 
within a few minutes it becomes a very 
serious matter if unprotected structural 
steelwork is exposed to it. To prevent 
widespread damage in this respect it is 
now common practice to protect steel 
columns and beams by fire-resisting 
encasement. The object is to provide 
thermal insulation to the steelwork by 
means of a medium which will remain in 
place during a fire and thereby enable 
structural members to achieve the fire- 
resistance appropriate to the building. 

The means and materials for achieving 
such results are discussed in a new FPA 
technical information sheet, ‘ Protection 
of Structural Steelwork (No. 4007).’ 
Practical examples of the way in which 
steel columns and beams may be pro- 
tected by fire-resisting encasement are 
illustrated in a series of drawings. Copies 
may be obtained from the Fire Protec- 
tion Association at 31/45 Gresham- 
street, London, EC2.

4. Contractors’ Plant 


A danger involved in the use of carR- 
TRIDGE TOOLS is that the operator may 
unknowingly fire into insubstantial 
materials and cause accidents through the 
over-penetration of fasteners. We now 
learn of a device known as ‘ Flite-Chek’ 
which could eliminate the accident rate 
for this type of equipment. It takes the 
form of a vice-like attachment which 
comprises a pair of hardened steel jaws 
through which each fastener is fired. Any 
fastener which over penetrates, or 
attempts to ricochet, is immediately 
caught and held by the attachment. Fitted 
into the barrel chamber is a small steel 
piston which acts as an automatic brake 
on any over-driven fastener. It is 
claimed that an operator, with or without 
fixing experience, cannot use the tool in 
a manner which could cause an accident.

Official Notifications 


Local Employment Act and Industrial 
Estates 


THE BOARD OF TRADE has made two Orders 
under the Local Employment Act, 1960, 
which received the Royal Assent on 
March 22. 

One Order, published as SI 1960 No. 
562 (C.5) (HMSO, price 2d.) fixed the day 
on which the Act was to come into opera- 
tion as April 1, 1960. 

The second, published as SI 1960 No. 
563 (HMSO, price 3d.), provides for the 
appointment of the members of the Indus- 
trial Estates Management Corporations 
established under the Act and their terms 
of office; it also deals with certain tech- 
nical matters relating to the Corporations. 

A third, made under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, and pub- 
lished as SI 1960 No. 560 (HMSO, price 
2d.), revokes SI 1025 of 1949, but con- 
tinues the provision in it that all classes 
of industrial building require an Indus- 
trial Development Certificate. The further 
provisions of SI 1025 relating to exten- 
sions are no longer necessary, as the 
piecemeal development of industrial sites 
is dealt with in Section 19 of the Local 
Employment Act. 

A fourth, made under the Town and 
Country Planning (Scotland) Act, 1947, 
and published as SI 1960 No. 561 (HMSO, 
price 2d.), revokes SI 1026 (S.67) of 1949 
and produces for Scotland a similar effect 
to SI 1960 No. 560 mentioned above. 

There are three Industrial Estates 


Management Corporations, one for Eng- 
land, one for Scotland and one for Wales. 
These Corporations will be responsible 
for managing Board of Trade industrial 
property, including the properties of the 
previous industrial estate companies. The 
chairmen are: England, Mr. S. A. Sadler 
Forster; Scotland, Sir Robert Maclean; 
Wales, Captain H. Leighton Davies.

OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


AFRICA.—A grant of £900,000 towards 
the cost of the £2.3m. first phase of a 
water supply scheme for Blantyre and 
Limbe in NYASALAND has been made 
under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Acts. This is one of 139 grants, 
including 34 for research, approved 
during March, making available 
£6,347,943 for schemes to _ benefit 
Britain’s overseas territories. Among the 
grants for development of educational 
facilities which totalled £1.39m., were: 
£360,000 for the construction and equip- 
ping of two halls of residence for men 
at Fourah Bay College, University 
College of SIERRA LEONE; £360,000 
towards the estimated cost of £401,450 
for the construction and equipping 
of Freetown Teacher Training Col- 
lege, Sierra Leone; £233,250 for the 
expansion of general education in Lagos, 
NIGERIA, including provision of new build- 
ings for extensions to 12 primary schools 
and 8 secondary schools. Grants approved 
for building new and improving existing 
roads totalled £690,402 and included: 
£384,000 towards £480,000 to be spent 
on roads in NORTHERN RHODESIA, including 
the widening of the Ndola-Mufulira-road. 
improvements to the Mumbwa-Mongu 
road, the Fort Rosebery-Kawambwa- 
Nchelenge-Chienge road and part of the 
Solwezi to Balovale road. 


AUSTRALIA (WESTERN).—The Govern- 
ment is to ask the Commonwealth to pro- 
vide finance on a 50/50 basis to seal 
Eyre highway. According to preliminary 
estimates, the cost of sealing the road 
from Norsemen to Port Augusta will be 
in the region of £A10m. 


BRAZIL.—The President has authorised 
a Cr$2,000m. credit to be drawn upon by 
the Ministry of Transport and Public 
Works to complete the paving of the 
highways connecting Brasilia and the 
States of Bahia, Sergipe, Alagoas. 
Pernambuco, Paraiba, Ceara, Goias and 
Matto Grosso.

NEW ZEALAND.—Top level discussions 
between representatives of Consolidated 
Zinc Pty., which is expected to build the 
£100m. aluminium smelting scheme in 
Southland, and senior Ministry of Works 
officials will take place at Invercargill 
shortly. The talks are to determine the 
cost factors involved particularly regard- 
ing the development of the required 
amount of electric power from Lake 
Manapouri. 


NORTH BORNEO.-A grant of £157,500 
towards the construction of an earth road 
from Sandakan to Telupid has been 
approved under the Colonial Develop- 
ment and Welfare Acts. 


SARAWAK.—A _ grant of £185,045 has 
been approved under the Colonial 
Development and Welfare Acts to help 
build a bitumen surfaced road between 
Sarikei and Binatang, and to build a 
bridge over the Sungei Nyelong. 


UGANDA.—The Bristol firm of Arthur 
Scull and Son. Ltd., have secured a €4m. 
contract for the mechanical and sanitary 
services for the new Mutago hospital at 
Kampala. It will be the largest hospital 
and the biggest single building in the 
whole of East Africa. The estimated cost 
of the whole project is £2.300.000. of 
which Great Britain is contributing £14m. 
The Scull Group’s contract includes sani- 
tary plumbing, drainage, boiler plant 
steam and condense services, hot and 
cold water services. gas services, fire ser- 
vices, laundry. kitchen, sterilising equip- 
ment, ventilation, air conditioning to the 
operating theatres, and cold rooms. The 
main contractors are an Indian firm at 
Kampala. Uganda’s Chief Architect, Mr. 
John L. Hope, is responsible for the 
design, and the consulting engineers for 
the mechanical and saintary services are 
Messrs. G. H. Buckle and Partners, of 
London, in association with Messrs. 
Gasston and Barbour, of Nairobi and 
Kampala. 


Another University for Victoria 


VicToRIA is planning its third university. 
The State’s only other establishment at 
Melbourne is so overcrowded that this 
year many students were refused admis- 
sion. The Premier, Mr. Bolte, has stated 
that the new Monash University, also 
at Melbourne. and which is due to open 
next year. would reach saturation point 
before 1970. In view of this. and to avoid 
the undue haste experienced in preparing 
the Monash scheme, the Government had 
decided to establish a third university. 
Data is now being collected and a plan- 
ning committee will be appointed in the 
near future. 








British School in Milan 


MR. A. G. SMITH, general manager of 
Brockhouse Steel Structures,  Ltd..
